grounds, was bitten by a Highland 
moccasin last night about 8 o’clock , 
and, but for quick and heroic action 
on his part, the bite would probably 
have proven fetal. 
Mr. Tanner has in his show a large 
collection of venomous reptiles. 
He 
has always been careful in handling 
his dangerous pets, but last night in 
some way a huge moccasin seized the 
forefinger of the left hand between its 
fangs, and in the twink ling of an eye 
had ejected poison into two small 
wounds. 
The bite of this reptile is exceed­ 
ingly dangerous, 
and 
Mr. Tanner 
k new that if something was not done, 
and done quick ly, he might soon be 
a dead man. He took his k nife from 
his pock et, inserted the point of a 
blade into the finger where he had 
been bitten and laid the finger open 
to the bone. This allowed the blood 
to fiow freely, and the poison 
was 
thrown off before it had time to work 
any serious harm. 
Mr. Tanner came at once to the city 
and went to Grady hospital, where he 
had the wound examined and dressed. 
The hospital physicians pronounced 
Mr. Tanner out of danger, and stated 
that the opening of the wound had 
probably prevented the poison affect­ 
ing the blood. 
Mr. Tanner is a native of Pittsburg.

The state of Kansas has granted to 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail­ 
road the right to use the name of the 
state in a lawsuit to get possession of 
a million dollars* worth of land in the 
Indian territory 'which is now held by 
the Indians, say s Wednesday 's Topeka 
Journal. 
It seems that this concession was 
secured from Governor Hoch for the 
railroad company by its new attorney , 
John Madden, who is a clc^e personal 
friend of the governor. 
When Governor Bailey was in office 
the M., K. & T. made a strong fight 
j to obtain his permission 
to use the 
state’s name, 
but 
Governor Bailey 
turned it down. He was afraid that it 
would injure the record of his admin­ 
istration and the chances of the re­ 
publican party to become involved in 
any way in what was claimed by some 
to be a scandalous attem pt to steal 
thousands of acres of land from the 
Indians for the benefit of a railroad 
company . 
In spite of the fact that General At­ 
torney Hagerman, of St. Louis, and T. 
X. Sedgwick, attorney for the Kansas 
line, both came to Topeka and made 
strenuous efforts 
to secure the ap­ 
proval of Governor Bailey , the whole 
proposition was turned down. 
When Mr. Madden was appointed it 
vas through the influence 
of 
Gov­ 
ernor Hoch, who made a personal ap­ 
peal to the railroad company that Mr. 
Madden be given the place. 
Governor Hoch admitted this morn­ 
ing that he has given permission for 
the use of the name of the state. 
“There is nothing 
new about the 
matter,” said Governor Hoch. “It was 
about two months ago that I consented 
to allow the railroad company to use 
the state's name. I could see no possi­ 
ble harm in it to the state. We do not 
have to pay any of the expenses of the 
suit: we profit in no way by the out­ 
come, and the whole affair is man­ 
aged entirely by the railroad company.

Little Ones. 


MANY HOURS OF SUFFERING 


The Terrible 
Experience 
of Eddie 
CuUlnane, Who Wae Only 


Five Year* of Age. 


Dangling from 
a 
cross, literally 
crucified, for more than an hour and 
a HftiF before he managed to effect 
his escape from his fastenings, five- 
year-old Eddie Cullinane, son of Desk 
Sergeant Tim Cullinane, of the Ear 
Chicago avenue station, recently hat 
an experience that he probably will 
remember as long as he lives, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. 
Desiring to exemplify the incidents 
embodied in a religious picture, Marie 
Pearl, 550 Bernice avenue; Arthur 
Pearl, a brother; Arthur Pluckles, 10 
years old, 536 
Batron 
avenue, and 
Alice Walker, 12 years old, Lincoln 
and Bernice avenues, it is claimed 
bound Eddie Cullinane tightly to an 
improvised cross made of two pieces 
of wood nailed together at right an­ 
gles, and after carrying him several 
times around a lot, left him leaning 
against a fence, frightened by the fact 
that he was unable to release himself 
from his fastenings. 
The 
impromptu 
crucifixion took 
place about dusk, and darkness prob­ 
ably frightened 
the children away 
from the lot where they left their vic­ 
tim. 
According to the story of Ralph 
Allyn, 10 years old, who resides with 
his parents, 430 Bernice avenue, Ed­ 
die Cullinane was taken by the older 
members of the crowd and bound to 
the cross-arm with 
rope, while his 
feet ’were fastened at the base with 
wire.

he was

and 
carried around he 
laughed with the rest of them and 
thought it w’as fun. 
After a while 
the

ped the cross up against a fence and 
began teasing the little fellow. This 
he bore manfully 
for 
a long time. 
Then, tiring of the game, one of the 
boys in the 
crowd 
endeavored to 
loosen the bonds. 
It was then that they found that the 
ropes could not be untied and that 


darkness was settling fast 
Franti­ 
cally they worked with the wire at his 
feet, but owing to their desire to hurry 
matters the ropes and wire only be­ 
came the more tangled. 
Frightened 
by this time, the boys and girls held 
a whispered consultation and fled. 
Eddie bore up until he w as deserted, 
then he began to cry.

All the higher Appalachians should 
be reserv ed, either by the states or by 
the nation. I much prefer that they 
should be put under national control, 
but it is a mere truism to say that 
Jthey will not be reserv ed either by 
' the states or by the nation unless you 
people of the South show a strong 
interest therein. 
f 
A Paying Investment. 
Such reserv es would be a paying 
inv estment, not only In protection to 
many interests, 
but in dollars and 
cents to the gov ernment. 
The im­ 
portance to the 
Southern people of 
protecting 
the 
Southern mountain 
forests is obv ious. These forests are 
the best 
defense 
again the floods 
which, in the recent past, hav e, dur­ 
ing a single twelv emonth, destroyed 
property ofBclally v alued at nearly 
twice what it would cost to buy the 
Southern Appalachian reserv e. 
The maintenance of your Southern 
water powers is no lei^ important 
than the prev ention of floods, because 
if they are injured your manufactur­ 
ing interests will suffer with them. 
The perpetuation 
of 
your forests, 
which hav e done so 
much for the 
South, should he one of the flrst ob­ 
jects of your public men. 
The two 
senators from North Carolina hav e 
tak en an honorable part in this mov e­ 
ment. 
But I do not think that the 
people of North Carolina, or of any 
other Southern 
state, 
hav e quite 
grasped the importance of this mov e­ 
ment to the commercial dev elopment 
and prosperity of the South. 
The position of honor in your pa­ 
rade today is held by the Confederate 
v eterans. 
They by their deeds re­ 
flect credit upon their descendants 
¡and upon all Americans, both because

What we need is to hav e some 
administrativ e body with ample pow'er 
to forbid combination that is hurtful 
to the public, and to prev ent fav orit­ 
ism to one indiv idual at the expense 
of another. In other words, we want 
an administrativ e body with the power 
to secure fair and Just treatment as 
among all shippers who use the rall- 
roads—and all shippers hav e a right 
to use them. 
Out of the Law Department. 
We must not leav e the enforcement 
of such a law merely to the depart- 
nient of Justice; it is out of the ques

But in my Judgment the most Im­ 
portant thing to do is to giv e to this 
administrativ e body power to mak e 
its findings effectiv e, and this can be 
done only by giv ing it power, when 
complaint is made of a giv en rate as 
being unjust or unreasonable, if it

corporations, and which are practical­ 
ly of unlimited, instead of limited, 
usefulness. 
Need Radical Readj ustmenL 
The old laws and old customs which 
were adequate and proper to meet 
the old conditions need radical read­ 
justment in order to meet these new 
conditions. 
The cardinal features In 
these changed conditions are, first, 
the fact that the new highway, the 
railway, is, from 
the 
commercial 
standpoint, of Infinitely greater im­ 
portance In our industrial life than 
was the old highway, the wagon road; 
and, second, that this new highway, 
the railway, is in the hands of pri­ 
v ate owners, whereas the old highway, 
the wagon road, was in the hands of 
the state. 
The management of the new high­ 
way, the railroad, or rather of the In­ 
tricate web of railroad lines which 
cov er the country, is a task infinitely 
more 
diflicult, 
more 
delicate, and 
more important than the primitiv ely 
easy task of acquiring or k eeping in 
order the old highway; so that there 
is properly no analogy whatev er be­ 
tween the two cases. 
I do not believ e 
in 
gov ernment 
ownership of anything which can with 
propriety be left In priv ate hands, and 
in particular I should most strenu­ 
ously object to gov ernment ownership 
of railroads. But I believ e with equal 
firmness that it is out of the question 
for the gov ernment not to exercise a 
superv isory and regulatory right 
o ver 
the railroads; for it is v ital to the 
well-being of the 
public that they 
should be managed in a spirit of fair­ 
ness and Justice toward all the pub­ 
lic. 
They Must Be Controlled. 
Actual experience has shown that it 
is not possible to leav e the railroads 
uncontrolled. 
Such 
a 
system, or 
rather such a lack of system, Is fertile 
in abuses of ev ery k ind, and puts a 
premium 
upon 
unscrupulous 
and 
ruthless cunning in railroad manage­ 
ment; for there are some big ship­ 
pers and some railroad managers who 
are always willing to tak e unfair ad­ 
v antage of their weak er competitors, 
and they thereby force other big ship­ 
pers and big railroad men who would 
lik e to do decently into similar acts 
of wrong and injustice, under penalty 
of being left behind in the race for 
success. 
Gov ernment superv ision is 
needed quite as much in the interest i 


into effect practically at once, that is 
within a reasonable time, and to stay 
in effect, 
unless 
rev ersed 
by the 
courts. 
Give Power By Congress. 
Î earnestly hope that we shall see 
a law giv ing this power passed by 
congress. 
Moreov er, I hope that by 
law power will be enforced upon rep­ 
resentativ es of the gov erment capa­ 
ble of performing the duty of public 
accountants carefully to examine in­ 
to the book s of railroads, when so 
ordered by (he interstate commerce 
commission, which should itself hav e 
power to prescribe what book s, and 
what book s only, should be k ept by 
railroads. 
If there is in the minds of the com­ 
mission any suspicion that a certain 
railroad is in any shape or way giv ­ 
ing rebates or behav ing improperly, 
1 wish the commission to hav e power 
as a matter of right, not as a matter 
of fav or, to mak e a full and exhaustiv e 
inv estigation of the receipts and ex­ 
penditures of the railroad so that any 
v iolation or ev asion of the law may 
be detected 
This is not a rev olutionary proposal 
on my part, for I only wish ’he same 
power giv en in reference to railroads 
that is now exerc:sed ai a matter of 
course by the national bank examin­ 
ers as regartls nation*!^ bank s 
My 
object in giv ing these additional pow­ 
ers to the administrativ e body repre­ 
senting the 
gov ernment—the 
inter­ 
state commerce commission, or what­ 
ev er it may be—is primarily to secure 
a real and not a sham control to the 
gov ernment repreaentativ es. 
Americans Above Sham. 
The American people abhor a sham, 
and with this abhorrence I cordially 
sympathize. Nothing is more injurious 
from ev ery 
standpoint 
than a law 
which is merely 
sound 
and fury, 
merely pretense, and not capable of 
work ing out tangible results. I hope 
to see all the power that I think It 
ought to hav e granted to the gov ern­ 
ment; but I would far rather see on­ 
ly some of it 
granted, 
but really 
granted, than see a pretense of grant­ 
ing all, in some 
shape 
that really 
amounts to nothing. 
It must be understood, as a matter 
of course, that if this power Is granted 
it is to be exercised with wisdom and 
caution and self-restraint. 
The in­ 
terstate commerce commissioner or 
other gov ernment official who failed 
to protect a railroad that was in the 
right against any clamor, no matter 
how v iolent, on the part of the public, 
would be guilty of as gross a wrong 
as if he corruptly 
rendered an im­ 
proper serv ice to the railroad at the 
expense of the public. 
When I say a square deal I mean 
a square deal; e.xactly as much a 
square deal for the rich man as for 
the poor man; but no more. 
Let 
each stand on his merits, receiv e what 
is due him, and be Judged according 
to his deserts. 
To more he is not 
entitled, and less he shall not hav e.

iFrom Wednesday's Dally.) 
The heavy rainstorms of last night, 
which deluged 
the o)untry 
north, 
south and east of Sec'alia, sent rivers 
snd creeks out of their hanks, flooded 
the lowlands, swept away bridges, tore 
out culverts and destroyed thousands 
of dollars* worth of railroad, public 
and private property throughout Cen­ 
tral Missouri. 
The Missouri Paclflc, Missouri, Kan­ 
sas & Texas and the Wabash railroads 
were great sufferers by the sudden 
floods, and trafflc on those lines is 
seriously interrupted. The damage to 
the Missouri Paclflc Is very consider­ 
able. The main line, between Sedalia 
and St. Louis, and the River Route, 
are tied up. and it will be several days 
before trains will be running as for­ 
merly. 
The trestle and temporary bridge 
of the Missouri Pacific over the La- 
mine river, at Otterville, was swept 
away last night, and at 3 o’clock this 
morning there was not a piece of tim­ 
ber left, the whole of the structure 
and 
trestle approaches having been 
swept away. 
If the flood could have been post­ 
poned a week longer the permanent 
bridge over the Lamlne would have 
been completed, and it Is believed It 
would have withstood the flood of wa 
ter which swept through the Lamlne 
valley. 
Small landslides in the vicinity of j 
New Haven and Chamois, and a few 
minor washouts alopg the line, have 
blockaded the Missouri Pacific tracks 
east of Jefferson City, and the busi­ 
ness of the road will be interfered 
with for several days. 
Passenger trains No. 9 and 3 were 
caught last night between the Lamine 
river and the washouts east of Jeffer­ 
son City, and they will return to St. 
Louis so soon as the track east of 
Jefferson City is open for traffic. 
The Missouri Pacific fast mail, train 
No. 7, was sent out of St. Louis this 
morning over the Chicago & Alton to 
Kansas City, and the mall on that 
train for Sedalia will reach here from 
the west this afternoon. 
Missouri Paclflc train No. 1, due 
here at 2:25 p. m., was sent out of 
St. Louis this morning over the Chi­ 
cago & Alton to Higbee, and will be 
detoured from there over the M., K. 
& T. to this city. 
Missouri Pacific east-bound tralnr 
Nos. 6 and 2 were detoured from here 
to St. Louis over the Katy and Alton 
The Missouri, Kansas & Eastern Is 
tied up by washouts In the vicinity of 
Rocheport, and all through Katy trains 
between Sedalia and Sc. Louis are be­ 
ing detoured over the M., K. & T. to 
Higbee and thence via the Alton. 
Train No. 5, which is being run in 
two sections today, arrived 
at 
2 
o’clock this afternoon from St. Louis.

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STATE’S GAME LAW 


Does Warden Rodes Miscon­ 
strue the Statute? 


A REPRESENTATIVE SAYS SO. 


Autho r o f Bill Sa y * He Nev er Intend­ 
ed to Iffipo ec License Upo n 
Resident Hunters. 


Rep/€ sentatlv e Wallace Crossley, o f 
Jolizisoii county, who is the editor o f 
the W airensburg Star, had the fo llo w­ 
ing editorial in Friday afternoon’s is­ 
sue of his newspaper, under the cap- 
Uon. “Warden Rodes to Blame” : 
Hon. Harry R. Walmsley. author of 
the ^ m e law passed by the last legis­ 
lature, has repeatedly declared that 
he nev er meant to Impose a license 
upon resident hunters, and that the 
state game warden has misconstrued 
the law in this regard. 
Prominent lawyers of the state, who 
are members of the legislature, assert 
that resident hunters are not required 
to pay the license, and offer to lefend 
ev eiw man, free of charge, who may 
be prosecuted for hunting without a 
license in his own county, 
A number of prosecuting attorneys 
hav e stated that, according to their 
understanding of the law, no lic« ise 
is required to hunt in one’s own coun­ 
ty, and that they will, under no cir­ 
cumstances, prosecute for the same. 
Other lawyers hav e carefully gone 
ov er the act, and hav e differed from 
W arden Rodes in 
interpreting 
the 
somewhat ambiguous wording of the 
law; and Attorney General Hadley de­ 
clares that Mr. Rodes is mistaken in 
his construction. 
All of which goes to show that Joe 
Rodes, of Sedalia, for some reason or 
other, stands conspicuously alone In 
reference to the disputed point, and 
that he has read into the game law 
prov isions for which the members of 
the legislature 
nev er 
v oted, 
and 
T-hich, in their unanimous opinion, do 
not belong to the act as passed. 
It is to be hoped that some of the 
test cases will soon reach the supreme 
court, in order that it may be finally 
determined. 
If reputable lawyers are to be de­ 
pended upon. Warden Rodes will be 
giv en a knockout blow, and the mem­

when the decision of the supreme 
court is made public.

It was manufactured by the Telegraph 
Construction and Maintenance com­ 
pany, of London, hav ing been begun 
in March, 19 05, and finished and ship­ 
ped on board the Construction com­ 
pany's steamer Colonia on August 3rd, 
19 05. 
Atlantic cables are always laid from 
west to east, because the prev ailing 
winds in the summer months on the 
Atlantic are from the west, and ships 
meet much 
better 
weather 
going 
eastward, consequently 
the Colonia 
sailed direct from England to Ameri­ 
ca, arriv ing off the 
coast of Nov ia 
Scotia on August 16th, and landed the 
heav y shore end of the cable on the 
morning of August 18th. 
Mov ing o ut 
fro m 
the sho re she 
struck a rock and remained fa st on it 
for four days. 
The injuries she sus­ 
tained compelled her to go intp dry- 
dock at Halifax with 2,300 mfles of 
submarine cable aboard. She was the 
largest and heav iest ship ev er taken 
on that dry dock, exceeding by thou­ 
sands of tons the United States battle 
ship Indiana, of ten thousand tons, 
which went 
into 
drydock there a 
couple of years ago. 
Repairs were 
made and the Colonia took the sea 
again. 
On September 
23rd 
she laid her 
course from Canso, N. S., paying-out 
cable. 
On Faptember 28th she pass­ 
ed through a hurricane in mid-Atlant- 
ic, although on that date the weather 
on both sides of the Atlantic was re­ 
ported fine, with gentlB winds. 
On October ¿ r ? she arriv ed without 
mishap at a point 187 miles from the 
coast of 
Ireland, 
where the final 
splice was to be made between the 
cable that she had laid out from the 
American side and the 187 miles of 
cable prev iously laid westward from 
the Irish coast by the steamship Cam­ 
bria 
in 
the 
month 
of June. 
The 
weather was heav y and the Colonia 
was compelled to heav e to for sev eral 
days awaiting smoother seas to enable 
her to make the final splice, which 
was made on October 6th. 
At some points the cable was^ laid 
at a depth of nearly three miles below 
the surface of the sea. 
The quanti­ 
ties of material used in the manufac­ 
ture of the cable were 1,411,200 pounds 
of copper; 
79 9 ,688 
pounds of gutta 
percha; 16,845,000 
pounds of brass 
tape, jute yarn, iron wire and preser­ 
v ativ e compound. 
The signalling speed of this cable 
is fifteen per cent greater than that 
of any other cable of equal length in 
the Atlantic. 
The cost of the cable 
v arieil from one thousand dollars to 
six thousand dollars per mile, accord­ 
ing to the character of the ocean bed 
and depth of water, the great v aria­ 
tion in cost being due to the different 
diameters and weights of the sections 
of the cable, the cable which is laid 
in the dt epest water being the light­ 
est, for the important reason that it 
would be impossible 
to 
retriev e a 
heav y cable from deep water because 
of the enormous pressure. 
Cable in deep water is practically 
safe 
from 
mechanical 
injury 
and 
therefore does 
not 
need to be so 
strong, so that the sections laid in the 
deep water are of smaller diameter 
and lesser cost. 
The sections laid near shores are of 
massiv e construction 
and v ery ex­ 
pensiv e. 
In the neighborhood of the 
fishing grounds off the coast of New 
Foundland a type of cable midway be­ 
tween deep water and shore end ca­ 
ble is used. 
This intermediate size 
is made strong to resist injuries from 
the anchors of fishing craft, the most 
prolific source of danger to submarine 
cables. 
This 
intermediate type Is 
made just 
heav y enough to afford 
reasonable prospect of retriev ing it 
in the ev ent of its being damaged by 
the anchor of a fishing v essel. 
The completion of this cable in­ 
creases so greatly the already large 
facilities of 
the 
Postal Telegraph 
Cable company for ocean cabling that 
no other company can now excel or 
ev en equal Its cable serv ioe.

114 counties of Missouri in 1904 to 
float a b attleship of 13,000 tons, ac­ 
cording to figures made pub lic today 
from the state lab or b ureau. The sur­ 
plus shipments for the year were 3,- 
068,780 gallons, which 
was 
ab out 
enough to giv e to ev ery man, woman 
and child in the state, according to 
the population of 1900, a gallon of 
wine. 
On the market at wholesale 
prices the wine b rought $5,603,170. 
The 
ill-fated 
b attleship 
Maine, 
b lown up in the Hav ana harb or, if 
she could b e raised, would hav e 
no 
troub le in floating in a tank large 
enough to hold the wine surplus of 
Missouri if the 3,068,780 gallons were 
poured in. 
To fill this tank from four pipes, 
each of which discharged a gallon a 
secgnd, it would take nearly nine days. 
When 
the figures 
are compared 
with those issued for the whole coun­ 
try from Washington for 1904, which 
are 37,538,799. it appears that Mis­ 
souri in that year produced ab out one- 
twelfth of the output of the United 
States. 
This easily explains what b e­ 
came of the millions of b unches of 
grapes which were raised in Missouri 
in the year not long ago closed. 
Gasconade county, which leads, pro­ 
duced as much wine as sev eral states 
which hav e a national reputation in 
this line.

tasted as well, were from the juice of 
the Missouri grape. In fact, the wine 
from this state can hold its own with 
the wine from anywhere.

Alike 
in your nuiterial and in your spiritual 
and 
intellectual 
development

stand abreast of the foremost in the 
world’s progress. 
And now. my 
fellow-citizeiis, my 
fellow-Americaiis, ex actly as all of us, 
whether we live in the East or the 
West, in the North or the South, 
have the right merely as Americans 
to feel pride in everj’ great deed done 
by any American in the past, and ex ­ 
actly as we are knit together by this 
common heritage of memories, so we 
are knit together by the bond of our 
common duties in the present, our 
common interests in the future. 
Many Great Probleme. 
Many and great problems lie before 
us. 
If we treat the mighty memories 
of the past merely as ex cuses for sit­ 
ting lazily down in the present, or for 
standing aside from the rough work 
of the world, then these memories will 
prove a curse instead of a blessing. 
But if we treat them as I believe we 
shall treat them, not as ex cuses for 
inaction, but as incentives to make 
us show that we are worthy of our 
fathers and 
of our fathers* fathers, 
then in truth the deeds of the past 
will not have been wasted, for they 
shall bring forth fruit a hundred 
fold 
in the present generation. 
We of this nation, we the citizens of 
this mighty and wonderful republic, 
stretching across a continent between 
the two greatest oceans, enjoy ex ­ 
traordinary privileges, and as our op­ 
portunity is great, therefore our re­ 
sponsibility is great. We have duties 
to perform both abroad and at home, 
and we can not shirk either set of 
duties and fully retain our self-res­ 
pect 
In foreign affairs we must make up 
ou r minds that whether we wish it or 
not, we are a great people and must 
play a great part in the world. 
It is 
not open to us to choose whether we 
will play that great part or not. We 
have to play it; all we can decide is 
whether we shall play it well or 111. 
And I have too much confidence in 
my countrymen to doubt what the de­ 
cision will be. 
Mission Should Be Peace. 
Our mission in the world should be 
one of peace, nut not the peace of 
cravens, the peace granted contemp­ 
tuously to those who purchase it by 
surrendering the 
right. 
No! 
Our 
"voice must be effective for peace be­ 
cause it is raised 
for righteousness 
first and for peace only as the hand­ 
maiden of righteousness. 
We must 
be scrupulous in respecting the rights 
of the weak, and no less careful to 
make it evident that we do not act 
through fear of the strong. We must 
be 
scrupulous 
in 
doing justice to 
others and 
scrupulous 
in ex acting 
justice for ourselves. 
We must be­ 
w are equally 
of 
that sinister and 
cj'nical teaching which would persuade 
us to disregard ethical standards in 
international relations, and of the no 
less hurtful folly w’hich would stop the 
whole work of civilization by a well- 
m eant but silly persistency in trying 
to ajply to peoples unfitted for them 
those theories of government and of 
national action which are only suited 
for the most advanced races. 
In particular we must remember 
that in undertaking to build the Pana­ 
m a canal we have necessarily under­ 
taken to police the seas at either end 
of It; and this means that we have a 
peculiar interest in the preservation 
of order in the coasts and islands of 
the Caribbean. 
I firmly believe that 
by a little wise and generous aid we 
•can help even the most backw^ard of 
the peoples in these coasts and is­ 
lands forward along the path of or­ 
derly liberty so that they can stand 
alone. 
If we decline 
to give them 
such help the result will be bad both 
for them and for us: and will in the 
•end In all probability cause us to 
face humiliation or bloodshed. 
Broad Problems Face Us. 
The problems that face us abroad 
are important, but the problems that 
face us at home are even moi^ im­ 
portant. The ex traordinary growth of 
Industrialism during the last half cen­ 
tury brings 
every 
civilized people 
face to face with 
the gravest social 
and economic questions. 
This is an age of combination among 
capitalists 
and 
combination among 
wage-workers. 
It is idle to try to 
prevent such combinations. 
Our ef­ 
forts should be to see that they work 
for the good and not for the harm of 
the body politic. New devices of law 
are necessary from time to time in or­ 
der to meet the changed and changing 
condition.^. 
But after all we will do 
well to remember that although the 
problems to be solved change from 
generation to generation, the spirit 
in which their solution must be at­ 
tempted remains forever the same. 
It is in peace as |t is in war. Tactics 
change and weapons change. 
The 
Continental troops in their blue and 


huff, who fought under Washington 
and Greene and Wayne, differed en­ 
tirely in arms and in training from 
those who in -blue or gray faced one 
another in the armies of Grant and 
ot Lee, of Sherman and of .Tohnson. 
And now" the sons of these f im e Union 
and Confederate %"eterans who serve 
in our gallant little army of today, 
wear a different uniform, carry a dif­ 
ferent weapon, and practice different 
tactics. 
But the soul of the soldier 
has remained the 
same throughout, 
and the qualities which drove forward 
to victory or to death the men of *76 
and the men of ’61, are the very qual­ 
ities which the men of today must 
keep unchanged if in the hour of 
need the honor of the nation is to be 
kept untarnished. 


Treat All Alike. 
So it is in civil life. 
This government was formed with 
as its 
basic idea 
the 
principle of 
treating each man on his worth as a 
man, of paying no heed to whether he 


¡was rich or poor, no heed to his creed 
or his social standing, but only to the 
way in which he performed his dut^ 
to himself, to 
his 
neighbor, to the 
state. From this principle we can not 
afford to vary by so much as a hand's 
breadth. 
Many republics have risen in the 
past, and some of them fiourished long, 
but sooner or later they fell; and the 
cause most potent in bringing about 
their fall was in almost all cases the 
fact that they grew to be governments 
in the interest of a class instead of 
governments in the interest of all. It 
made no difference as to which class 
it was that thus wrested to its own 
advantage the gO?enillie&tal machin­ 
ery. It was ultimately as fatal to the 
cause of freedom whether it w'as the 
rich who oppressed the poor or the 
poor who plundered 
the rich. 
The 
I crime of brutal disregard of the rights 
:of others is as much a crime when it 
manifests itself in the shape of greed 
and brutal arrogance on the one side, 
as when it manifests 
itself in the 
shape of envy and law’less violence on 
the other. 
What Our Aim Should Be. 
Our aim must be to deal justice to 
each man; no more and no less. This 
purpose must find its ex pression and 
support not merely in our collective 
action through the agencies of the 
go\’ernment, but in our social atti­ 
tude. 
Rich man and poor man musí alike 
feel that on the one hand they are 
protected by law and that on the 
other hand they are responsible to the 
law; for each is entitled to be fairly 
dealt with by his neighbor and by the 
state; and if we as citizens of this 
nation are true to ourselves and to the 
» traditions of our forefathers such fair 
measure of justice shall always be 
dealt to each man; so that as far as 
we can bring it about each shall re­ 
ceive his dues,, each shall be given 
the chance to show the stuff there is 
I in him, 
shall 
be 
secured against 
wrong, and in turn prevented from 
w ronging others. 
More than this no 
(man is entitled to, and less than this 


I no man shall have.

Oskaloosa, la.. OcL 16.-Flve train­ 
men are dead and two engines and 
eleven cars demolished as a result of 
the 
derailment 
of 
double-header 
freight train No. 9 0 on the m inois Gen- 
tral railroad which struck a cow lying 
on the track Inside the limits of Sea­ 
ton, 111.. Sunday morning. 
The train, ' through freight from 
Oskaloosa

IS THERE GRAFT? 


A lake 20 
miles 
long and from 
three to five miles wide has suddenly 
sprung into existence in the sand hills 
of Central Nebraska, says a Baitlett, 
Neb., dispatch. 
Where six months 
ago there were wastes of mud is now 
a body of water 10 to 50 feet deep and 
constantly rising. 
The overflow has 
found an outlet aqd started down the 
valley toward 
the 
Missouri 
river 
forming a stream the length of which 
no one can imagine. 
It has been known for years that 
almost the whole of the central, if not 
the entire western, part of the state 
had an underflow of water, draining 
down from the Rocky mountains. Cat­ 
tle kings have used it by sinking what 
are known as “flowing“ wells. These 
are distinguished from artesian wells, 
which must be sunk to great depth. 
The “flowing“ water is found at a 
depth of 60 to 80 feet. 
This is supposed to be the origin of 
the newly created lake. The phenom­ 
enon was first noticed in June by a 
man who was surprised one day In 
passing a depression in his land to 
find it filled with several feet of water. 
Still, he did not give It much thought. 
But day by day the volume of water 
grew. 
The sand 
hills 
are on the 
eastern slope of the Rocky mountains, 
at an elevation of about 2,000 feet 
above the sea level. 
The hills are 
ridges and mounds of sand 25 to 100 
feet about the surrounding country. 
The mysterious water began filling 
up one of the depressions between 
range hills. The extent at first was a 
few acres, but after 
two weeks it 
found an outlet into the next hollow. 
It would almost seem that the com­ 
ing of the water had some effect upon 
the underflow, for each addition to 
the lake was immediately fed by un­ 
derground springs. 
The surface of 
the lake is dotted with bubbles such 
as come from subterranean springs. 
The waters continued to increase, 
overflowing from one reservoir to an 
other, always in a southeastern di­ 
rection, until August, when the lake 
re«ached Its present limits of 20 miles 
long and three to five miles wide. This 
seems to be the final boundary, for 
meeting a ridge higher and more reg­ 
ular than others further west, it was 
hemmed. 
This little overflow trickled down 
the eastern slope, 
and 
the stream 
gradually increased as the w'ater In 
the lake rose higher and higher. 
At 
this outlet the land slopes toward the 
Platte river. 
The 
embryo river is 
steadily making its way toward the 
larger stream, and has already reach­ 
ed a 
point 
near 
Cumingsvllle, in 
Wheeler county. 
It is near a little 
creek, the Beaver, which drains the 
great “A. T.” ranch, and owners of 
this tract of land have been ditching 
this fall in the hope of diverting the 
water into the 
channel 
of the old 
creek. 
W hether they will succeed is 
uncertain.

“We couldn't h ear th eir words, of 
course, but we could see ev ery mov e­ 
ment. and h ad agreed among ourselv es 
to keep any intruding sh ark at a dis­ 
tance, for we desired to th e duel to 
come off according to th e ancient code 
of h onor. As to th e sh arks, Cappodo's 
men were of th e same mind as we. 
If any h ad come nosing around we 
would h av e finish ed th em In sh ort 
order, to enable th e gentlemen to do 
th eir figh ting.”

“We fenced and parried for 10 min­ 
utes or more, making little progress, 
but it became more ev ident to me 
ev ery minute th at my opponent was 
bent on foul play.

Th en 
I knew th at my life depended upon 
action, and. letting go of my weapon, 
I rang th e bell. My men responded at 
once, but th ey will tell you th at I was 
nearly drowned wh en th ey pulled me

men. Th ey said th e air tube was cut 
clean th rough , and insisted th at Cap­ 
podo committed

Th e first woman to attain promi­ 
nence as a h unter and guide In Maine 
is Miss Cornelia T. Crosby, of Ph illips, 
Franklin countj', 
wh o 
is known to 
sportsmen all ov er th e country wh o 
h av e seen h er skill, tried in th e woods 
and on th e trout streams, wh ile to 
many oth ers sh e is known th rough h er 
connection with sportsmen's exh ibi­ 
tions in th e large cities, and th rough 
h er writings ov er th e nom de plume of 
“Fly Rod.” 
Wh en it comes to sh ooting Miss 
Ctosby is almost as expert as sh e is 
with th e rod and line, and it is said 
th at sh e is th e only woman wh o ev er 
killed a caribou in Main. 
Th e deer 
sh e h as killed are with out number— 
th ose sh e h as pointed out for oth er 
people to kill would stock a forest, 
and sh e h as not been with out luck 
in knocking ov er 
bull moose, th e 
king game of th e woods. 
Ov er in th e 
Dead 
Riv er county 
ev ery one knows h ow to sh oot and 
fish —for sh ooting and fish ing, next 
to logging, are th e principal indus­ 
tries of th at far backwoods region. 
Miss Eth el Harlow, a brigh t and pret­ 
ty young woman now in h er i wen ties, 
h as always h ad th e reputation among 
th e Dead Riv er people of being a 
smart girl. Sh e h as none of th e ap­ 
pearance of a backwoods woman, and, 
wh ile fond of fish ing and h unting, 
wh ich takes th e place of golf and 
bicycling on Dead Riv er, sh e is not 
at all lacking in th e v arious refine­ 
ments and accomplish ments common 
to oth er young women. 
Before sh e 
was out of sh ort skirts sh e could pad­ 
dle a canoe, sh oot true with a rifle 
and cast as skillfully as any h oy in 
h er neigh borh ood. 
With adv ancing 
years h er skill in th ese sports increas­ 
ed, and finally, wh en th e registered 
guide system was Introduced, sh e ap­ 
plied for registration and receiv ed a 
license. 
Miss Harlow is not in th e guiding 
business because of any necessity of 
h er making a liv ing th at way, but be­ 
cause sh e is in th e woods a good part 
of th e time for h er own amusement 
and migh t as well combine with sport 
wh atev er business offers—and, especi­ 


ally since women began to go a-h unt- 
ing, a good deal of business offers. 
Any one seeking for a fine example of 
h ealth y and ath letic 
young woman­ 
h ood can nnd th e ideal in Elth el Har­ 
low, of » Dead Riv er. Sh e Is quick and 
sure iwiih th e rifle, and h as killed 
more game of all 
kinds th an moat 
male h unters ev er saw, wh ile in all 
th e arts of woodcraft sh e la an adept. 
Mrs. J. S., Freese, of Riv erton, Ar- 
gyle, takes a back seat for no man on 
th e Penobscot riv er wh en it comes to 
paddling a canoe, catch ing a trout or 
salmon, bringing down a partridge on 
th e wing or getting all th e big game 
th e law allows. More th an th at, sh e 
can do, with great skill, wh at few of 
th e men can do—sh e can tan th e skins 
of all th e deer and moose th at sh e or 
h er party may kill. 
Mrs. Freese is 
not obliged to earn h er liv ing by h unt­ 
ing or guiding, for h er h usband is in 
comfortable circumstances, but sh e is 
an ardent sportswoman, and th rough 
h er broth er, wh o 
is a professional 
guide, sh e became acquainted with 
many New York and oth er people wh o 
come ev ery year to th e Penobscot to 
h unt and fish , and wh o h av e recently 
been accompanied by th eir wiv es and 
daugh ters, making th e serv ices of a 
woman guide desirable.

gov ernor of Manua, 
th anking h im for th e 
gifts, wh ich 
were sent to th e six principal ch ief­ 
tains of th e Manuan group, and pre­ 
sented on beh alf of th e president by 
Captain C. B. T. Moore, on April It. 
Th ey were accompanied by a letter 
expressing 
th e 
gratification of 
tto 
gov ernment and i>eople of th e United 
States for th e action of th e ch ieftains 
in v oluntarily ceding th e islands to th e 
United States. 
Tuimanua says it was unanimously 
resolv ed by th e 
leading 
people of 
Manua in council th at h e sh ould for­ 
ward to th e president th eir th anks for 
th e many blessings of wh ich th ey h av e 
been th e recipients since th e United 
States took ch arge of th e islands.
